Now Is not too early to sow tomato 
eeds Indoors. 
Get some fairly shal- 


ow boxes and sow the seeds

hickly. As soon as the true leaves 
jegin to appear—when two have un- 
folded—transfer the plants to three 


Inch paper 
(lower 
pots. While .the 


plants are in the boxes keep them 
close to the windows where they will 
ret the air on fine days and bo reached 
by the sunshine. 


"If the plants arc well taken care of 


a few weeks' growth will find them 
too large for the three-Inch pots. Then 
they should be transferred to larger 
pots unless, of course, tho time has 
arrived to set them out of doors. When 
they are transferred to a larger pot 
they should be set deeper so that tho 
earth surrounds the stem." This 
will 


cause additional root growth and make 
the plants hardy. 


"Pepper seeds may bo started 
in- 


doors in the same 
way.

plants are large enough to transfer 
put them In larger pots. Do not plant 
them deeper when changing as with 
the 
tomatoes.

' 
There is not a phase of this great war but has a direct or indirect, 


bearing on the future of this country, and it is driving its lessons home 
luth a force and conviction that no opposition can overcome. To those 


" who do not .use its arguments to make political or selfish capital o£ any 


sort, and who regard its lessons in the light o£ broad patriotism, the 


' 
application of present world conditions to this country throws some of 


7 
our shortcomings into unpleasant relief. 


It is needless lo speak, in (his connection, of the many militarist 


agitations that are conveniently bul insincerely fostered by ill-advised 
gentlemen, for the public has refused to sanction any tendency towards 
abandonment of the American altitude in regard to other powers. 
The 


f 
war teaches us most eloquently that we must have an efficient .army and 
navy, but it teaches us just as eloquently that preparation for'war can 
be carried to R point where war becomes inevitable. 
Contrary to the 


preachings of certain men who nurse militarist ideals, the war does not 
teach this country ,to look for trouble with any foreign nation, and 
attempts to rush "preparedness" issues at this time are dangerous and 
untimely. 


The lessons of the war can be applied directly to onr shipping situ- 


ation, but this phase of the subject has'been covered in the press agita- 
tion through the congressional discussion of the administration shipping 
bill. 
Yet, one .point has not. received the publicity it deserves. The dis- 


advantages of our dependence on foreign freight service is pretty well 


' 
understood, but few slop to think oC the consequences in a national sense 
•were we to become imhroilcd with any strong power. > The government 
shipping bill provided well for an auxiliary fleet in time of possible 
international complication, bul (he gentlemen that are agitating a great 
army and navy professed to fear that business would suffer if they 
passed a bill designed to aid business, and' in aiding business to make 
the nation stronger. 


Another point that has been well driven home is the danger of being 


dependent on any foreign country for a commodity necessary to any 
phase of American industry or manufacture, 
Where this coir.ilry can- 


' 
not supply the domestic demand it is very well to seek elsewhere for 
needed natural, or manufactured products, but the almost utter dependence 
; 
of some phases of our industry on dyes and chemicals from abroad is 
most regrettable, especially as it is not necessary. If the war be pro- 
longed and the blockade of England against all shipping to and from 
iQermahy prove effective, what will we' do to supply ourselves with those 


* 
products hitherto supplied by old world powers? 


' 
The food situation in Germany .and England is also full of significance 


for thisjcounlry. 'We aro now'told that, the country which first runs out 
of food or some war commodity must make peace terms, and the various 
governments have applied the principles of food conservation. 
Were it 


not that Germany has .been so thorough and efficient in many of its past 
government activities, it could not long exist in the face of a wide 
blockade. Germany has for years applied the principles of natural con- 


> 
tervation to its farms, mines, forests and waterways, and to the extent 
that it has been prudent, it is now .independent. 
In this country the 


most prodigious waste of our resources goes on continually, and while 
fle are rich in forests, unreclaimed spaces and great waterways we do 
not see whither we. are drifting. 
Yet, the desertion of the farms and the 


waste of resources may soine day bring a most serious situation to the 
United States. 
Senator Burton of Ohio issued a strong warning to the 


American public on this point in his recent valedictory on leaving tho 
senate.

environment, of seeing tho savings ot 
a lifetime' swept away? That's what 
the wiping out of New England as an 
Industrial center means, and her man- 
ufacturers can tell you what Ipcreas- 
Ingly severe competition they are year- 
ly s°lng up against.

portion of the press. 


The letter is In reply to one vrliich 


Sec. Hanfels tent Mayor Curley and 
thi: commanding olllc:cr of the Georgia 
on March 2, in which the casts nien- 
tlor.Cil were made (he basis for definite 
Ini-lrtRlions (hat sailors and marines 
were not to resist arrest In Boston, 
but to report the mailer to their su- 
perior oflli'er if they feel they have 
been unlawfully arrested. 


The letter states that proper treat- 


ment will he demanded for the men of 
Ilie navy when it is clear they have 
been Imposed upon; 
and that 
proper 


punishment will be exacted when they 
are at fault. 


"The 
department has been active In 


Us attempts to prevent discrimination 
against enlisted men of the. nnvy on 
account of their uniform and to defend 
from ;tll impositions men of the navy 
who conduct themselves in .1 proper 
and law-abiding manner," the letter 
stales. 


After reviewing the cases of Johnson 


and Kruper a naval court was con- 
vened at tlie Charlestown navy yard 
for the purpose of determining; wheth- 
er or not further punishment should 
be Imposed upon them by tho naval 
authorities. 
By a singular perver- 


sion, for which the court and certain 
newspapers seem to have been Jointly 
responsible, the naval inquiry to de- 
termine, the question just stated was 
turned, insofar as the public was in- 
formed, into an 'investigation of brutal 
treatment' of United States sailors In 
general by the Boston police.

Injuries described in a friendly boving 
match on board their ship, they would 
have been ashamed to make any com- 
plaint about them. 


"Neither the naval authorities nor 


the. people of Boston appreciate the 
difficulties of the police In dealing with 
enlisted men, who crowd at times by 
hundreds ami even thousands into com- 
paratively small areas within the city. 
Tlie police are more lenient with those 
men, 
because they have shore liberty 


only at intervals, than they are with 
civilians, but, nevertheless, the records 
of the department for the quarter com- 
prising: October, November and Decem- 
ber, 191-t, show that the enlisted men

SOME WAR 
LESSONS 


-There is not a phase of this great war but has a direct or indirect 


bearing on tho future of this country, and it is driving its lessons home 
with a force and conviction that no opposition can overcome. To those 


11 who do not use its arguments to make political or selfish cnpital of any 


sort, and who regard its lessons in the light .of broad patriotism, the 
application of present world conditions to this country throws some of 
our shortcomings inlo unpleasint relief. 


It is needless to speak, in this connection, of the many militarist 


agitations that are conveniently but insincerely fostered hy ill-advised 
•gentlemen, for the public has refused to sanction any tendency towards 
abandonment of the American attitude in regard to' other powers. 
The 


rfar teaches us most eloquently that we must have an efficient .army and 
navy, but it tenches us just as eloquently that preparation for war can 
be carried to a point where war becomes inevitable. 
Contrary to the 


preachings of certain men who nurse militarist ideals, the war does not 
teach this country lo look for trouble with any foreign nation, and 
attempts to rush "preparedness" issues at this lime are dangerous and 
untimely. 


The- lessons of the war can be applied directly to our shipping situ- 


ation, but this phase of the subject has been covered in the press agita- 
tion through the congressional'discussion of the administration shipping 
bill. Yet, "one point has not received the publicity it deserves. 
Tho dis- 


advantages of our dependence on foreign freight service- is pretty well 
understood, hut few stop to think of the consequences in a national sense 
were we to become imbroilcd with any strong power. The government 
shipping bill provided well for an -auxiliary fleet in lime of possible 
international complication, but Ihe gentlemen that are agitating a great 
army and navy professed to fear that business would suffer if they 
passed a bill designed to aid business, and in aiding business to make 
the nation stronger. 


Another point that has been well driven home is the danger of being 


dependent on any foreign country for. a commodity necessary to any 
phase of American industry or manufacture. Where this country can- 
not supply the domestic demand it is very well to seek elsewhere foi 
needed natural or manufactured products, but the almost utter dependence 
of somo phases of our industry on dyes and chemicals from abroad is 


i. 
most regrettable, especially as it is not necessary. 
1£ the war he pro- 


longed and the blockade of England against all shipping to and from 
Germany prove effective, what will we do to supply ourselves with those 
products hitherto supplied by (Old world powers? 


The food situation in Gdrupany .and England is also full of significance 


for this country. We aro now told that the country which first runs on 
of food or some war commodity must make peace terms, and the. various 
governments have applied the principles of food conservation. 
Were i' 


not that Germany has been so thorough and efficient in many of its pasi 
government activities, it could not long exist in the face of a widi 
blockade. Germany has for years applied the principles of natural con 
-ervation to its farms, mines, forests .ami waterways, and to the exten 
that it has been prudent, it is now independent. 
In this country tin 


most prodigious waste of our resources goes on continually, and whili 
\\.e are rich in forests, unreclaimed space's and great waterways we d< 
not see whither we are drifting. Yet, the desertion of the farms and th 
waste of resources'may some day bring a most serious situation to th 
United States. Senator Burton of Ohio issued a strong warning to th 
American public on this point in his recent valedictory on leaving th 
bi'nate.

WASHINGTON, March S.—The fol- 


lowing statement was issued at the 
British embassy today on the subject 
of American cotton • cargoes going to 
Europe. 


".Many inquiries have been received 


as to the treatment to he accorded 
to cotton shipped to Europe in view 
of the'restrictive measures proposed to 
he taken by tho allied governments. ' 


"As already announced there is no 


question of confiscating cotton cargoes 
that may come within the scope of 
the order-in-councll to be Issued. 
The 


following arrangement has been come 
to in London as to cotton consigned to 
neutral ports only: 


"1—All cotton'for which contracts 


of sale and freight engagements had 
already been made before -March 2 to 


price If stopped), provided ships sail 
not later than March 31. 


"2—Similar treatment to bo accorded 


to all cotton insured before March 2, 
provided It is put on board not .later 
than March 16. 


"3—All shipments of cotton claiming, 


above protection to be declared before" 
sailing and documents produced to and 
certificates obtained from consular offfc 
ccrs or other authority fixed: by gov- 
ernments. Ships or cargoes consigned 
to enemy porls will not be allowed to 
proceed." •
